What is the limit of immigration 
into Western Canada for a given 
year?" 

The above pertinent question was 
vasked this morning by the Hon. W. 
J. Jlanna, provincial secretary for the 
~province of Ontario, who is a guest 
cat the King Edward Hotel, he an- 
swering the question himself. Mr. 
Hanna advanced the opinion that the 
year will come, and within the next 
ten, when the influx into western Can- 
ada will be governed by the limit of 
transportation. : 

“It is quite to be expected,” said Mr 
Hanna, “that in any year within the 
next ten years, that there will occur 
a combination of conditions that will 
result in a stampde, You westerners 
say that 100 years will see Canada a 
peopled country, but why do you say 
that?” 

Mr. Hanna here pointed out the 
advance of the United States since 
the civil war, in regard to population. 
“After the war,” he said, “the United 
‘States had a population of about 4o0,- 
000,000. - Now it ranges at- about 
100,000,000, The increase, therefore, 
since the war, is 60,000,000.

changed considerably but while the 
United States had only European 
countries from which to draw its enor- 
nous populace, Canada has today, 
besides these countries, algo the Unit- 
ed States. 

Speaking of crop conditions, Mr. 
Hanna stated that he considered the 
crops along the G. T. P. from Wat- 
rous east the best he had ever seen. 

“In regard to railways,” said Mr. 
Hanna, in switching to that topic, “I 
think you are well fixed for the pres- 
ent, The paramount need is people.” 

Asked about conditions in Ontario, 
Mr. Hanna stated that this year’s crop 
in that province was the best without 
exception that he had ever seen. “It 
will counterbalance the crop of the 
west, as far as the markets are con- 
cerned,” he said. 

“The power policy of Sir James 
Whitney in Ontario is gaining favor, 
according to Mr. Hanna, and about 
fifteen municipalities are using Hydro- 
clectric energy. Hamilton, also, af- 
ter a long dispute over the matter, 
has fallen in line 

Mr. Hanna ,is accompanied by Mrs. 
HIanna in his tour of the west, which 
is merely a. pleasure one. Leaving 
here, Hon. and-Mrs. Hanna will pro- 
ceed to the coast.

COMPARES THE PARTIES 


Conservative Leader Describes 
Dominion Government As 
Spendthrifts and 
Profligates 


z Halifax, N.S., Aug 13.—Mr. Borden, 
acompanied by Mr Carruthers, and 
local candidates, addressed a good 
mecting in Sherbrooke, a small vil- 
lage in Guysboro county today. The 
Conservatives turned out in force and 
gave their leader a cordial welcome. 

Mr. Borden devoted his speech 

‘wholly to the increased expenditure 
and increase in customs taxation, ar- 
guing that the total net reduction of 
tariff amounted to only one per cent. 
and that owing to the increased price 
of commodities the customs. duties 
were much heavier than in 1896. He 
said ‘the trade policy of the govern- 
ment.was to produce the greatest re- 
venue and give the highest possible 
opportunity to manufacturing indus- 
tries. Ile held that on acount of the 
increased valuation placed upon im- 
ported articles and the free importa- 
tion of raw materials, the manufac- 
turers of agricultural implements had 
a larger protection than they had be- 
fore 18906, 

He contrasted the expenditure to- 
day with expenditures under the Con- 
servative administratibn and said the 
record of the past fourteen years ‘has 
been that of spendthrifts and profli- 
gates He cited the’ Quebec bridge 
and the Newmarket’ canal as samples 
of squandering public money. He 
said said the Liberals in the last ten 
yars had received $367,650,000 in ex- 
cess of the amount the Conservatives 
received during their last ‘ten years 
of power. , This excess revenue would 
have paid off the public debt and/ave 
left one hundred millions to meet the 
increasing necessities of the public 
service during the past ten years. 


ANGLICAN SYNOD . 
CLOSES SESSION 


Several Very Important Pieces of 
Legislation Were Enacted 
During the Week 

Prince Albert, August 13.—After 
two days arduous work the General 


Synod of Ruperts Land concluded 
its business yesterday afternoon and 
the delegates have since scattered over 
the huge area whence they came. 
The synod has been regarded by those 
participating in its deliberations as 
one of the most important ever held 
in this country on account of legis- 
lation which it enacted. It was de- 
cided to send strong delegation to 
Toronto to confer with the Mission- 
ary Society of the Church of Canada 
regarding grants to Indian schools. 
It is desired that these be continued 
by the M.S.C.C. until such time as 
the government can arrange to in- 
crease its grants sufficiently to en- 
able the church to dispense with aid 
from the society. At present. the 
society is discontinuing its grants, 
throwing much heavy expense. on the 
indiuidual dioceses. Another item of 
business was a decision on a motion 
of Canon Murray and Dr. Sperehly 
to start a strong evangelist’s campaign 
in the west with a view to increas- 
ing interest in church work.

TO ASK CITIZENS

Appeal to Those Interested to 
Get Money for 40-Foot Bridge 
Over Groat Ravine 


Commissioner Bouillon stated this 
morning that the additional cost of 
erecting a 4o-foot bridge over the 
Groat ravine, instead of a 20-foot-spun 
as was provided for would be ‘only 
$10,000. The estimateon the 20-foot 
bridge was $42,000, $25,000 of which 
was to be subscribed by those directly 
interested in the constriction of the 
bridge. 

“It would be very. poor policy,” 
said Mr, Bouillon, “to erect a 20-foot 
bridge, which would be a:disgrace to 
the city and wholly inadequate, when 
a 4o-foot structure could be construct- 
ed with such a small additional out- 
lay. The 20-foot bridge would -give 
a bad impression to prospective land 
buyers in that part.” 

It is proposed that contributions be 
asked from people interested in the 
construction of the bridge;to make up 
the required $10,000, and it is desired 
"that the amount ‘be realized as soon as 
possible in order that the contract 
might be awarded and construction 
pushed ahead.

SILENT CALGARY 
- GREETS PREMIER 


Large Crowds Give Him Wel- 
come at Station Yesterday 
Afternoon

WERE MANY ADDRESSES 


Civic Speeches, Banquet and 
Many Other Functions 
Are Arranged 


Calgary, Aug. 13.—Sir Wiltrid Lau- 
rier arrived here yesterday at 1.30 p. 
m and was warmly. received by the 
large crowd that thronged the station 
precincts. 

The reception, although devoid of 
any noisy demonstration of greeting 
was one, in point of respect and hom- 
age to the nation’s first gentleman, 
could not be excelled. 

The crowds drank in every word 
that the Premier uttered in reply to 
the civic address of welcome; and 
each and every one of the multitude 
present were thrilled with admiration 
of the dignified and unique figure of 
the prime minister as he stood on the 
raised platform, erected for the oc- 
casion. 

Greeted by Immense Crowd 


By the time the car pulled to a 
standstill thevéntire station platforni 
and the space in front of the station 
on Ninth avenue right back to the 
buildings, and every spot from which 
a glimpse of the Premier could be 
had, were packed with a swaying sea 
of humanity, decked in all the splen- 
dor of best dress and holiday attire. 

A Hearty. Reception 

When the Premier xppeared in the 
doorway of the car he was tendered 
a hearty cheer and a hearty ova- 
tion was kept up while he proceeded 
to the stag. 

As he mounted the platform and 
lifted his hat to the throng, he was 
given another cheer. Premier Sifton, 
the Hon. Frank Oliver, and. others 
of the Premier’s party, and some of 
the aldermen followed. There was a 
moment's hestiation, and then Mayor 
Jamieson produéed the handsomely il- 
luminated address and read it to Sir 
Wilfrid, who listened intently until he 
had finished, then taking the docu- 
ment, opened it and. looked at it. 

The Premier’s Reply 

As he stepped forward to the front 
of the stage he rolled the address up, 
and, baring his head, bowed to the 
people, proceeding to tender his ad- 
dress in a clear, pleasant voice and 
with wonderful distinctness of articu- 
lation. 

The Premier held the vast throng, 
especially in one of his wonderful 
flows of sweeping oratory, which have 
done so much to enable him to win 
his way to the uppermost rungs of 
the ladder of prominence, and with 
which he has from time to time sway- 
ed great assemblies and inspired his 
hearers with the wonderful comfid- 
ence with which his speeches are re- 
plete, In the firm steady tone, the 
wonderful distinetnes and exceeding 
pleasant delivery, there seemed to be 
a sincerity, a> firmness of conviction 
which had a marked influence on his 
hearers. ' 

When the Premier had finished he 
was tendered three cheers, and the 
party stepped dawn from the stage to 
mount the carriages which were wait- 
ing. The Premier stepped into the 
first carriage, which was drawn by a 
tandem. He was followed by (Premier 
Sifton, who seated himself in the rear 
seat with (Sir Wilfrid. Then came the 
Hon. Frank Oliver, who sat directly 
opposite the Premier, and Mayor \Ja- 
mieson, who occupied the other seat. 

As the ‘Premier's carriage drove off 
there was another round of cheering, 
and another carriage was brought 
forward into which stepped the ‘Hon. 
Geo. P. Graham, E..M. McDonald and 
others. 
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WITNESSES DELAY INQUEST 


CORONER FORIN SCORES POLICE FOR NOT HAVING 
WITNESSES READY FOR INQUEST INTO DEATH OF 


WALTER .WATTS. 


“Has anybady here scen Whiteley,” 
was the question yesterday when a 
missing juryman who did not turn up 
at the inquest on the body of Walter 
Watts in the undertaking parlors of 
Connelly & MaKinley, thereby leav- 
ing his fellow jurors in a quandary. 

“I'm very sorry,” said Dr. Forin, the 
coroner, “but I cannot dismiss you 
gentlemen until the sixth juryman is 
found.” 

Peculiar Circumstances 

Tht circumstances were rather pe- 
culiar, If the jury had been dismis- 
sed a new jury would have to be 
sworn in, and the ‘body having passed 
through the hands of the undertakers 
and not being in the same state as 
when it was found by the police it 
would be impossible to have a new 
jury on the case, On the other hand 
the old jury could not tbe dismissed 
until the sixth juror had turned up. 

Dr. Forin, when he discovered the 
loss immediately had a mounted po- 
liceman sent in pursuit. The jury 
then were allowell to have a recess 
until three o'clock. 

No Witnesses Either 

The mounted police had neglected 
to obtain any witnesses, although as 
the coroner said, this’ was particularly 
their duty, therefore in any case the 
inquest had to be adjourned as soon 
as the missing juryman ‘had. been 
ound. ; 

At three o’clock the jury returned to 
the parlors, but still there was no 
sight of the missing man, therefore 


it was decided to recess again until 9 
o'clock, At six o'clock the police 
arrived back with Whiteley in their 
charge. After searching al! round the 
town they at last caught sight of him 
on Jasper avenue and after explaining 
to him that his: mesnory was defect- 
ive and that he ought to be at an in- 
quest he was brought back and taken 
home until the remainder of the jury 
should meet again at 9 o'clock. 

The police, when the jury were 
all got together, had no Witnesses and 
Dr Forin, explained to the sergeant 
that it was not his duty but that of 
the police to procure them. Then he 
asked why they had not been procur- 
ed, but no explanation whatsoever was 
forthcoming. 

Mr. Whiteley, although the fine for 
not being present is $40, will not be 
fined this time, but simply let off with 
au warning. 

Met at Last 

The jury met last night at 9 o'clock 
but was again postponed till (Monday 
afternoon in order that W. Stirling, 
who was the first adult 
body might be present to give evid- 
ence, Before adjourning, however, 
the evidence of George Howey, one 
of the boys who found the body, was 
taken. 

A contractor, Daniel Sewell, living 
on the Stoney Plain’ road, stated that 
he was the seconu man to see the 
body, and that in his opinion the de- 
ceased came to his death by shot 
gun wounds while in a sitting posi- 
tion. 


HORSE IN MANHOLE, |MAYOR GAYNOR IS 


BIG COMMOTION 


Some Said Tear Conduit to Pieces 
to Save Animal, Others Said 
the Opposite 


Cincinnati, O.. Aug. -13.—Slipping 
into a manhole that led to a conduit, 
a struggling horse today endangered 
the gas, elect ric light, and treetion 
systems of the downtown 
for more than an hour. 

The conduit carried pipes and feed 
wires, and the ironclad hoofs, thrash- 
ing about among them, tore the insu- 
lation and threatened to short circuit 
the wires or communicate the electric 

recurrent to the iron pipes full of gas. 
The accident happened in front of 
| the city hall, where the horse slipped 
;on the asphalt and knocked off the 
capstone of the manhole. | Twenty 
men ran to the assistance of the driv- 
er, but despite their efforts the animal 
slid back inch by inch until it was be- 
neath the street and resting on a bed 
of electric wires. 

Alarms were sent to the fire and 
police departments, the electric light, 
gas, and traction headquarters, and as 
wagons and repair equipment raced to 
the place a crowd that blocked the 
thoroughtares for several squares 
gathered. 

For an hour and a half the reseue 
forces were working at cross pur- 
poses Some were for tearing the 
conduit to pieces to save the horse, 
others for tearing the horse to pieces 
to pieces to save the conduit. Final- 
ly a derrick was rigged over the man- 
hole and the animal was haulcd out.

Taken Out in a Minute’s 
Time 


New York, Aug. 13.—The following 
bulletin as to Mayor Gaynor’s condi- 
tion was given out this morning: 

‘6.15 a.m.—Mayor Gaynor passed a 
good night. He is cheerful and his 
condition is very satisfactory.” 

(Signed) Erlitz Stewart. 

One of the hospital physicians add- 
ed the following statement. to the 
information contained in the 6.15 bul- 
letin: : 

“The Mayor's condition is the best 
today that it has been since the shoot- 
ing He speaks well and is cheerful. 
There is nothing-to cause alarm. ‘Two 
weeks is the period which he must re- 
main in the hospital. No whiskey or 
liquor has been administered to the 
Mayor: since he was admitted to the 
hospital. He was offered a glass of 
champagne yesterday, but declined. 
The bullet is lodged in the tissues and 
easily accessible. It could be extract- 
ed in a minute if thought necessary, 
but the operation is regarded as un- 
necessary, at present and would only 
add a new channel of possible infec- 
tion. The wound has been dressed 
only with chloride of mercury. No 
antiseptic has been introduced into 
the wound.”

Ts it not time that all of these peo-

tpromises, should come together in one 
hope, in one expectation? It must be 
50, for do we not read prophetically, 
“The desire of all nations shall 
come !” 

_We are well aware that great. bar- 
riers lie between these multitudes; 
jbut we hold that they are chiefly bur- 
riers of superstition ond ignorance. 
[In the past they have pulled apart, 
jand have slandered and persecuted 
jone another. If now they will symn- 
pathetically draw nexr to each other, 
jsurely they will find much to appre- 
eiate in each other’s hopes and aims. 

The fact that the Jews and Moham- 
jmedans, Catholics and Protestants 
;and Freemasons, all base their fa@h 

on the Old Testament of the Holy 
@scriptures, is ground for the better 

understanding pleaded for. 

All Christians must accept the au- 

thority of the Hebrew Scriptures be- 
cause the founder of -Christianity, 
jJesus, and his special mouthpieces, 
ithe Apostles, taught nothing contrary 
ito the Law and the Prophets. In- 
deed, they quoted from the Old Testa- 
ment in proof of every doctrine ad- 
vanced, They claimed that they 
neither destroyed nor ignored the Old 
Testament, but merely noted its ful- 
fillment. 

The error in the past has been the 
general disposition to appeal to sup- 
erstition and prejudice and bigotry, 
rather than to facts and Scripture. We 
must reverse the lever in order to at- 
tain the good results—in order to see 
eye to eye. 

All agree that the world needs the 
Divine blessing! All agree that we 
have been laboring under a mistake 
in supposing that education and civi- 
lization are alone necessary to secure 
human happiness. We perceive that 
the greater the civilization the greater 
is the unrest; and the broader the 
education the greater are the sugges- 
tions and opportunities for taking 
telfish advantage of others. 

All are agreed that only the later in- 
ventions, telephones, ete., and our 
modern and costly police precautions 
make it possible to live in civilized 
lands and that, despite all these, mur- 
‘ders are a hundred-fold what they 
were fifty years ago. In those days a 
murder would be detailed and dis- 
cussed for a year. Now we give little 
heed to several reported in each day’s 
newspapers. Thousands are executed, 
other thousands are imprisoned for 
life and we pay little heed—so gradu- 
ally have we become accustomed to 
these horrors of our civilization and 
j education. 

We oppose these with Church and 
\mission influences, with Sunday- 
Schools, Y.M.C.A.’s, with courts, Ju- 
| venile and Superior, and yet they in- 
jcrease. We penalize the carrying of 
| weapons and bombs and wisely pro- 


thibit tnflammatory speeches; and the 
Mbetter informed know that Christen- 
dom is like a powder-magazine which 
some unlucky friction Letween the 
‘classes may any day explode. 

Admitting that all mankind are im- 
\perfect, “born in sin and shapen in 
iniquity,” we nevertheless cannot 
assent to the doctrine of. Total De- 
‘pravity—that there is nothing good in 
jjany man; or in all men. Each one 
‘who prays ‘forgive us our trespasses’ 
as we forgive others” should concede 
\ithat others, as well as himself, would 
prefer righteousness to sin, if the en- 


vironment were different—if his appe- || 


a tite were not so perverse, if his will 
addressed the Interna-: 
tional Bible Students Association—‘ 


power were not so inadequate. So, 
then, whether Jew, _Mohammedan\ 
Catholic, Freemason or Protestant, do 
we not all really desire the one thing? 
And do we not admit, after centuries 
of endeavor along different lines, that 
God alone can send us the aid which, 
the whole world so greatly needs? We 

o! ; 

Let us now formulate this ‘‘desire 
of all nations’ from those Holy 
Scriptures which we ull acknowledge. 
Let us see that it is exactly what we 
all have been looking and praying for 
under different. names: It is the King- 
dom of God!—the Kingdom of Allah! 
Its rule is to be ‘‘under the whole 
heavens” however heavenly or spirit- 
ual the great ruler will be (Daniel 
vii, 27). Under its beneficent and up- 
lifting influence the glorious result 
will be that God’s will shal! be done 
on earth as completely as it is now 
done in heaven. This is exactly what 
the Scriptures declare—that sin and 
ignorance will be done away! that the 
knowledge of the glory of God’s char- 
acter will fill the whole earth. It 
means a_ strong government exer- 
cised for the restraint of sin and for 
the freeing of mankind from slavery 
to sin—the slavery of inherited weak- 
nesses entailed by Adam’s disobedi- 
ence. The great Heavenly King, the 
Son of David, who will do these 
things, according,to the Law and the 
Prophets, will have many titles indi- 
cating various features of his great- 
ness. ‘He shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, the mighty Flohim, the 
Prince of Peace, and the Father (life- 
giver) of eternal life (Isaiah ix, 6). 

He is called the Savior by the Pro- 
phet Isaiah (xlv, 15), for he shall 
“save from their sins’ and from the 
penalty of sin all who shall become 
“his people.” And all who. will wick- 
edly refuse his rule of righteousnes3 
and his assistance out of sin. and 
death conditions will be esteemed 
“wicked” in the proper sense of that 
word; and of these we read: ‘‘All the 
wicked will he destroy,” 

We have had‘too much of_ hatred 
and -persecution because of the differ. 
ences in our degrees of knowledge as 
expressed in our differences of belief. 
Let this cease. Let us. unite in our 
love for righteousness and in our hat- 
ted of unrighteousness—in-equity. Let 
us cultivate such a sympathy for the 
coming reign of righteousness to’ be 
established by Messiah (by whatever 
name he and his Kingdom may be 
handed down to us) that. our ¢charac- 
ters shall be more and more influenc- 
ed and transformed by the prophetic 
view.. Wo are all agreed that Mes- 
siah’s Kingdom is nigh, even knock- 
ing at the door of the world. In the 
wonderful inventions of our day we 
have the very foregleams of that King- 
dom as outlined in prophecy. The 
necessities of the case also corrobor- 
ate this: The tension between Capital 
and Labor will soon be to its limit 
and break; the grasp of monopoly will 
soon be so strong that the masses will 
be ground between the upper and the 
nether millstones; our high-tension 
living is calculated soon to have our 
race in the madhouse; specialists say, 
within one century. Let us believe 
the Word of God delivered by the pro- 
phets of old. Let us prepare our 
hearts for the Great King and know 
that such will have the chief blessing. 

According to the Bible the reign of 
the promised Grdat King shall not be 
an cternal reign, Eventually the do- 
minion of earth originally given to 
Adam and lost by disobedience and 
consequent incapacity, is to be.tre- 
stored to such of Adam's race as shall 
attain earthly perfection and Jeho- 
vah’s approval. Messiah’s Empire will 
be a Mediatorial one and, according 
to the Scriptures; will continue only 
one thousand years. But we are as- 
sured that the period will be quite suf- 
ficient for the great work to be accom- 
plished. Father Adam, after being 
sentenced for sin—“Dying thou shait 
die,”’ experienced the dying processes 
for 930 years. Contrariwise the world 
will, under the Messiah’s rule as King 
and Priest (Melchisedck, Psalm cx, 
4), gradually rise up, up, up, out of 
sin and death conditions during a 
very similar period of time. 

Paradise restored will no longer be 
a garden merely, but the wholécearth, 
as God’s footstool, shall be made glor- 
ious (Isaiah Ix, 13). The promises of 
God to the children of Isaac and 
Jacob are not heavenly or spiritual, 
but earthly. From Genesis to: Malachi 
there is not a suggestion of a heaven- 
ly or sniritual calling. If Christians 
have a heavenly calling it is no cause 
for offense to Mohammedans and Jews 
—neither of whom have conflicting 
hopes. There is no need for conflict 
—every reason for harmony. 

Not only do the ancient prophecies 
foretell coming blessings of the Lord 
upon Jew and Gentile, bond and free, 
but the Law typified the same. Every 
fiftieth year with the Jew was to be a 
Jubilee year—a time of release from 
debts and from all bondage. The les- 
son is that Messiah’s reign will be the 
great time of jubilation to men, to 
all who will accept and obey his rule. 
The cancellation of debts represents 
that God (through Messiah) will thus 
cancel the debt of Original Sin and 
set free Adam and his race. All will 
then be given a fresh start for life 
eternal. The setting free from bond- 
age in the Jubilee Year typed man’s 
release from the weaknesses inherited 
through Adam’s fall. It will include 
the resurrection from the dead, the 
great prison-house mentioned by the 
Prophet (Isaiah lxi, 1). 

If we see this great fact about to be 
accomplished need we quarrel about 
‘how it is to be done?

The context shows us that ‘‘The ce- 
sire of all nations” will be realized 
as the result of a great shaking of the 
heavens and earth and sea and all 
nations.: This is prophetic of the great 
time of trouble, with which the col- 
lapse of present institutions will come 
about as precedent to the establish- 
ment of Messiah’s Kingdom—‘‘the de- 
sire of all nations.” 

We are not left to speculate respect- 
ing the import of these words, “‘shake 
the heavens, the earth and the sea.” 
The great theologian, St. Paul, quoted 
this very passage in his epistle to the 
Hebrews (xii, 26-28). He pointed out 
that the literal shaking of Mt. Sinai 
and the terrible sights associated at 
the time of the inauguration of Is- 
‘rael’s Law Covenant was but a feeble 
picture of the awful commotion which 
will prevail in its antitype—when Is- 
tael’s New (Law) Covenant will’ be 
instituted at Mt. Zion in the end of 
this Age at the hands of the anti- 
typical Moses—Messiah. 

The prophet intimates that it wilt 
be a short, sharp, decisive shaking, 
quickly accomplished. And the Apos- 
tle explains that it will be so thor- 
ough-going that everything that can 
be shaken will be shaken and will be 
removed. In other words, everything 
that is in the nature of a temporary 
make-shift for righteousness, truth, 
‘equity, will be shaken out of the way 
—not be allowed to remain, because 
the Lord will make a thorough work. 
St. Paul intimates that the Kingdom 
which the Church .is to receive will be 
the only institution which will. stand 
the' shaking time and that only be- 
cause the ‘Church of the First-born, 
whose names are written in heaven,” 
will haye the Divine approval; they 
will *‘be changed in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye’’—established 
enduringly on the heavenly plane at 
the Right Hand of God, principalitics 
and powers being subject. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Mes- 
siah’s Kingdom will be introduced by 
a period of universal trouble, anarchy, 
ete., which will overthrow civilization 
and uproot every sinful and imperfect 
human organization, nevertheless this 
will eventually lead to the most pro. 
found and most enduring peace. In 
that one great lesson humanity wil! 
learn the futility of its own endeavors 
and will cry unto the Lord for help 
‘and for the’ desired peace—then “the 
desire of all nations shall come.” 

Referring to this time of trouble the 
Prophet David declares of the Lord’s 
work at that time “He maketh wars 
to cease unto the end of the earth. 
He breaketh the bow, and cutteth the 
spear asunder” (Psalm xlvi, 9). Then 
wonderfully he announces the climax 
of it all, ‘‘Be still and know~that I 
am God. 1 will be exalted amongst 
the nations. I will be exalted in the 
earth.” The only true basis of peace 
is righteousness and on this firm foun. 
dation Jehovah through his Anointed 
One will shortly establish it (Psalm 
xlvi, 10).

Let us now formulate this ‘desire 
of all nations’ from those Holy 
Scriptures which we all acknowledge. 
Let us see that it is exactly what we 
all have been looking and praying for 
under different names: It is the King- 
dom of God!—the Kingdom: of ‘Allah! 
Its rule is to be ‘‘under the whole 
heavens” however heavenly or spirit- 
ual the great ruler will be (Daniel 
vii, 27).

He is called the Savior by the Pro- 
phet Isaiah (xlv, 15), for he shall 
“save from their sins” and from the 
penalty of sin all who shall become 
“his people.” And all who will wick- 
cdiy refuse his rule of righteousnes3 
and his assistance out of sin and 
death conditions will be esteemed 
“wicked” in the proper sense of that 
word; and of these we read: ‘‘All the 
wicked will he destroy.” 

We have had‘too much of hatred 
and -persecution because of the differ- 
ences in our degrees of knowledge as 
expressed in our differences of belief. 
Let this cease. Let us. unite in our 
love for righteousness and in our hat- 
ted of unrighteousness—in-equity. Let 
us cultivate such a sympathy for the 
coming reign of righteousness to be 
established by Messiah (by whatever 
name he and his Kingdom may be 
handed down to us) that our charac- 
ters shall be more and more influenc- 
ed and transformed by the prophetic 
view. We are all agreed that Mes- 
siah’s Kingdom is nigh, even knock- 
ing at the door of the world. In the 
wonderful inventions of our day we 
have the very foregleams of that King- 
dom as outlined in prophecy. The 
necessities of the case also corrobor- 
ate this: The tension between Capital 
and Labor will soon be to its limit 
and break; the grasp of monopoly will 
soon be so strong that the masses will 
be ground between the upper and the 
nether millstones; our high-tension 
living is calculated soon to have our 
race in the madhouse; specialists say, 
within one century. Let us believe 
the Word of God delivered by the pro- 
phets of old. Let us prepare our 
hearts for the Great King and know 
that such will have the chief blessing. 

According to the Bible the reign of 
the promised Gr¢at King shall not be 
an cternal reign. Eventually the do- 
minion of earth originally given to 
Adam and lost by disobedience and 
consequent incapacity, is to be. re- 
stored to such of Adam's race as shall 
attain earthly perfection and Jeho- 
vah’s approval. Messiah’s Empire will 
be a Mediatorial one and, according 
to the Scriptures; will continue only 
one thousand years. But we are as- 
sured that the period will be quite suf- 
ficient for the great work te be accom: 
plished. Father Adam, after being 
sentenced for sin—‘Dying thou shait 
die,’’ experienced the dying processes 
for 930 years. Contrariwise the world 
will, under the Messiah’s rule as King 
and Priest (Melchisedck, Psalm cx, 
4), gradually rise up, up, up, out of 
sin and death conditions during a 
very similar period of time. 

Paradise restored will no longer be 
a garden merely, but the whole-earth, 
as God’s footstool, shall be made glor- 
jous (Isaiah Ix, 13). The promises of 
God to the children of Isaac and 
Jacob are not heavenly or spiritual, 
but carthly. From Genesis to. Malachi 
there is not a suggestion of a heaven- 
ly or spiritual calling. If Christians 
have a heavenly calling it is no cause 
for offense to Mohammedans and Jews 
—neither of whom have conflicting 
hopes. There is no need for conflict 
—every reason for harmony. 

Not only do the ancient prophecies 
foretell coming blessings of the Lord 
upon Jew and Gentile, bond and free, 
but the Law typified the same. Every 
fiftieth year with the Jew was to be a 
Jubilee year—a time of release from 
debts and from all bondage. The les- 
son is that Messiah’s reign will be the 
great time of jubilation to men, to 
all who will accept and obey his rule. 
The cancellation of debts represents 
that God (through Messiah) will thus 
cancel the debt of Original Sin and 
set free Adam and his race. All will 
then be given a fresh start for life 
eternal. The setting free from bond- 
age in the Jubilee Year typed man’s 
release from the weaknesses inherited 
through Adam’s fall. It will include 
the resurrection from the dead, the 
great prison-house mentioned by the 
Prophet (Isaiah 1xi, 1). 

If we see this great fact about to be 
accomplished need we quarrel about 
‘how it is to be done? Since it offers 
iblessings to all who love God’s right- 
pousness, why dispute over details?

The context shows us that ‘‘The de- 
sire of all nations” will be realized 
as the result of a great shaking of the 
heavens and earth and sea and all 
nations.’ This is prophetic of. the great 
time of trouble, with which the col- 
lapse of present institutions will come 
about as precedent to the establish- 
ment of Messiah’s Kingdom—‘‘the de- 
sire of all nations.” 

We are not left to speculate respect- 
ing the import of these words, ‘shake 
the heavens, the earth and the sea.” 
The great theologian, St. Paul, quoted 
this very passage in his epistle to the 
Hebrews (xii, 26-28). He pointed out 
that the literal shaking of Mt. Sinai 
and the terrible sights associated at 
the time of the inauguration of Is- 
rael’s Law Covenant was but a feeble 
picture of the awful commotion which 
will prevail in its antitype—when Is- 
rael’s New (Law) Covenant will be 
instituted at Mt. Zion in the end of 
this Age at the hands of the anti- 
typical Moses—Messiah. 

The prophet intimates that it wilt 
be a short, sharp, decisive shaking, 
quickly accomplished. And the Apos- 
tle explains that it will be so thor- 
ough-going that everything that can 
be shaken will be shaken and will ve 
removed. In other words, everything 
that is in the nature of a temporary 
make-shift for righteousness, truth, 
‘equity, will be shaken out of the way 
—not be allowed to remain, because 
the Lord will make a thorough work, 
St. Paul intimates that the Kingdom 
which the Church .is to receive will be 
the only institution which will stand 
the' shaking time and that only be- 
cause the “Church of the First-born, 
whose names are written in heaven,” 
will have the Divine approval; they 
will ‘“‘be changed in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye’’—established 
enduringly on the heavenly plane at 
the Right Hand of God, principulitics 
and powers being subject. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Mes 
siah’s Kingdom will be introduced by 
a period of universal trouble, anarchy, 
ete., which will overthrow civilization 
and uproot every sinful and imperfect 
human organization, nevertheless this 
will eventually lead to the mest pro- 
found and most enduring peace. In 
that one great lesson humanity will 
learn the futility of its own endeavors 
and will cry unto the Lord for help 
and for the desired peace—then ‘‘the 
desire of all nations shall come.” 

Referring to this time of trouble the 
Prophet David declares of the Lord’s 
work at that time “He maketh wars 
to cease unto the end of the earth. 
He breaketh the bow, and cutteth the 
spear asunder” (Psalm xlvi, 9). Then 
wonderfully he announces the climax 
of it all, ‘Be still and know: that I 
am God. 1 will be exalted amongst 
the nations. I will be exalted in the 
earth.’ The only true basis of peace 
is righteousness and on this firm foun. 
dation Jehovah through his Anointed 
One will shortly establish it (Psalm 
xlvi, 10).
